Apply the Great Remedy 

i the exiting and impending evils of the country. Our political 
evils are to be mainly removed by leavening the land with the 
principles of uprightness tanght by the gospel. The relations be - 
tween the political morals of a country and its religious welfare 
are very intimate, —far more so than (hey have imagined who have 
been content to stand aloof from political life and to save (hemcires 
by faith in Christ. There is no possible separation between the 
great causes that hape the character and determine the destiny of 
any land; and above all, of a free country, where political daty 
knocks at every man's door, and political immorality corrupts every 
party, yes, and every voter, unless he revists its 1nfluence. For a 
ſree country is the soll where tue seeds of good and evil sow them- 
selves moet rapidly and most widely. How religion must ufer. 
when men vote for bad men, and defend bad measures of their 
party, and make compromives with evil, and are on terms of friend- 
Ship with the dishonorable and the time-cerving, it le needles s 
that I «hould «how. It ie not evident that freedom cannot take 
care of itself, and that, when corrupt, its tendeney is to corrupt re. 
ligion and morals, to divorce religion from morals, to give to the 
world examples of Christiane in high places that lo- e their honor 
and their truth. We haves painful experience at present. more 
painſul one than has ever fallen to the lot of the United States, or 
of the Colonjes dat of which the great Republic grew. We 
thought, when the late war wus over, that the path of peace would 
be smooth and upright and upward. 


The War was no Plaything, 
handled with frivolity and eport, but prayers carnest, continual, 
accompanied it on ite course; and ennobling self-eacrifices were 
endured, and burdens were borne, and every lofty eentiment was 
excited that lifts men out of their wonted dull valgar life. All 
chared the emotion. Bad men felt that God was nigh. Good men 
stecled their faith and their principles in the heat of the tribulation. 


Was it poesible that there should not be an era better than any be- 


fore wince we called ourselves one people? But only twice the 
years of the war have clapecd since its close, and where are we 
now? Can we travel back over these years of peace, or take ac- 
connt of the preseut condition of the land without profound shame ? 
Perhaps we may explain to ourselves the canses of this degeneracy, 
and perhaps not. But whatever they have been, is there nothing 
dad in the apparent loss of the nobility of national character which 
the war ſustered ? Is there nothing dangerous, nothing frightfn!, 
in the decay of the honor and truth of public men, who have carried 
the banners of parties and told the people what they ought to do“ 
Is there nothing alarming in the general want of confidence in the 
law-makers and judges and executive officers; nothing demoraliz- 
ing in the indi=criminate charges against them, which bring the bad 
and good down to one level, and make the nnreflecting think that 
all men have their price? And what is to be the result of the 
cupidity, the impatience to be rich, the speculations, the cumbina- 
tions of speculators, the anrighteous ipfinences on governments and 
legislatures, which leak out all the while, as if the vats of secret 
iniquity were full even to bursting. Men talk of

But there is no real permanent danger, when the class of employers 
and the claus of educated men have ound thoughts and principles 
of uprightness. Social institations cannot topple over, they cannot 
be undermined, if there 1s moral health, energy, a fear of God, in 
those who could be supports of order and righteousness. If, in- 
dd, those »igns of evil which grow ont of an II- adhu-ted financial 
syrtom $tood alone, we might hope for a cure from some local and 
partial remedy ; but when we es the decay of character, the decay 
of funſly ffoling and of family purity going om at an equal pace; 
when we ce that crimes of violence and crimes of fraud keep com 
pany ; when we ese the evidences of nnthrift, extravagance, love 
of «how, accumulating from year to year, we may well ask what is 
to be the end of these things ?

of «chools, the fact that differences of nationality and language dl s- 
appear in the zecond generation. owing to the dispersion of ſoreig n- 
oro -c canses bring all within the same town boundaries into a 
general uniformity of life and thinking on alf eubjects exceapt re- 
ligion. On that alone men differ essentially. and it is an honor to 
our nature that innocent prejudices partake of the importance of 
this greatest of hum n interosts. But in the case of those foreign 
oettlers, when they have not been bent sideways by irreligions 
teaching at home, there is much to hope.

The additions to the 
churches have been 5,78. More than 74,000 pupils have been 
taught in Sabbath-schools, and 2,145 congre;zations have been «np - 
plied with the ministry of the word. Have we not reason to thank 
God for euch a measure of snccess, and to thke courage?

EBDUCATING FREED-WOMEN. 

The Aram. and Chronicle says: 

Rev. Mazszxna Sroxs, D.D., of Ohio, has re 
cently been on a lecture tour in the South, hold. 
ing Freedmen's Ministerial Institutes of a fey 
days each, under appointment of the Home Miz. 
sion. Board. After wide observation and extended 
inquiry, he sends the following interesting letter 
to the Home Mission Rooms. It should receive 
thoughtful consideration : 


Dran Bro. Stunons:— There are some things 
about ʒhe education of Freedmen, which our 
people do not seem to realize, that I am sure 
must be impressod upon them, before they will 
take hold of the work efficiently. They do not 
seem to realize that we, as Christians and Bap- 
tists, are under any responsibility to provide for 
anything bat the education of ministers, leaving 
all other classes to the care of the States, or to 
the Freedmen themselves. Now any intelligent 
person can see at once, that if we educate young 
men ſor the ministry, and leave them to make mar- 
riages with heathen women, we practically nullify 
all our efforts to elevate the race, by leaving 
young minds to be moulded by ignorant, super- 
stitious women. Our young men will lose half 
the benefit of their culture by such alliances. 

If it be said that the State will provide for-the 
common school education of the Freedmen, it 
need only be replied that no efficient system of 
schools will be in operation in this generation. 
Such schools as will exist will do little towards 
giving the training that teachers and the wives 
of our ministers must have, to lift that race out 
of their low moral and intellectual level, to such 
a position as our civilization requires us to seek 
for them. The poverty of the Freedmen, and 
their want of practical wisdom in reference to 
schools, forbid the hope of their producing the 
needed advantages in this generation. It is, 
moreover, well known that colored females have 
been exposed to a lower moral degradation than 
the other sex, during the existence of slavery, by 
the dreadful fact that they have not been allowed 
the liberty of choice, as to the preservation of 
virtuous habits. To restore and build strong 
virtuous tendencies will require stronger moral 
and social influences than they will be likely to 
meet in any schools they can originate, or than 
the South, in their present temper, will be likely 
to provide. They need to be brought under the 
strongest influences that can be brought to bear 
npon them, to overcome the baleful influence that 
has been around them like an atmospbere ever 
since they were born. They can expect none of 
those refining influences from general society that 


v. | girls among us will meet in the daily intercourse 
of life. They are—not slaves, to be sure but 
the| how much better socially, in the communities in 


which they live! Where are they to acquire the 
refinements that must be taught in the homes of 
that race, as they rise, unless they can be gather- 
ed under the immediate influence of refined 
females, and trained in a way that their own 
cabins do not admit of We must at least give 
them a few model wives and teachers, as a nu- 
deus of the new order of things. The men and 


women that are now teaching in the seminaries, 
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1 that will be employed hereafter, are no bet- 
than we ought to require for the cultivation 
a large class of females. Intellectual training 
ne will not sufice. Sound theological know- 
lee is indispensable to the development of 
male character among them, such we must give 
em, such knowledge as no common school 
acher will undertake to give. There is now 
le or no basis of moral character, among 
Jlored females in the South. Their moral na 
are is u ruin. Provision must be made for 
male education in conjunction with the theo- 
ogical schools for the present, not in common 
zormitory buildings, but in separate buildings, 
nd so situated that all the elevating influences 
nay be shared by both sexes. It is difficult. to 
rerestimate the importance of giving teachers 
f the proper ificati to this race. The 
hurches and the ministry will both reflect the 
haracter of the teachers of the schools among 
hem, therefore the normal school is nearly as 
mportant among them as the ministerial school.

LELAND UNIVERSITY. 

Tuis school has a broad and permanent founda- 
tion, having a responsible board of trustees, act- 
ing under a charter of incorporation, and a sub- 
stantial college edifice, which, when furgished, 
will have cost about forty-five tho lars. 
We hope to get so much of it finished off as will 
enable us to open our school within its walls on 
the first day of October. Its especial and im- 
mediate mission is to furnish to the hundreds of 
thousands gf colored people in Louisiana and 
surrounding States, such facilities for education 
in literature and the industrial arts, and in theo- 
logy, as will fit them for their newly- received 
citizenship, and its untried responsibilities. To 
show how much they need these school privi- 
leges, let me invite the reader to enter our 
school in its temporary quarters of the last 
winter session. 

Here is the tall, manly form of one who is try- 
ing to learn to read so well that the young peo- 
ple will not make a laughing-stock of him when 
he attempts to line out the hymns from his pul- 
pit. This man is pastor of a church, with eleven 
hundred members. Near him sits a younger 
man, also an ordained preacher, and a man of 
considerable influence, who has! come to school 
unable to read a word of even two and three 
letters. In another school is a man who is a 
State Senator, who improves his stay in the city 
during the sitting of the Legislature in trying to 
pick up some little. education. Another, still, 
when elected as magistrate, had to get some one 
to teach him at night, so that he might read the 
laws he was called upon to execute! And these 
cases are not the poorest specimens, nor the rare 
exceptions of their class, but rather of the more 
hopeful and enterprising sort. 

Now add to this picture the wants of the great 
mass of entirely illiterate and uncultivated wives 
and mothers; and all this in a State where the 
colored element outnumbers the white, and where 
the administration of affairs falls largely to this 
inferior and illiterate mass, and what shall we «ay? 
Upon entering our new quarters we shall be 
able to establish a cheap boarding department, 
and thus secure regular and systematic educa- 
tion ; and to show what we propose to do, and 
to encourage some benevolent-bearted lady or 
gentleman to take hold of our benevolent work 
with us, I will say that we will select and sup- 
port a worthy young woman or promising man 
in our school for eight months—our entire ge 
tion ſor fifty dollars for their board, and ten dol- 
lars for tuition and incidental expenses. Who 
can do a nobler deed than give a year's gchool-
